Statement of services for which the decoration has been 

awarded. 

On the 13th September, 1978 at 17.30 hours, it was reported 
to the Police by one Kumarayec wife of Ramu Thevar of 
Melasakkuiam that her modesty had been outraged by one 
Pandi Thevar, an ex-Army man and another Valivittan Thevar, 
During the course of the investigation Valivittan Thevar was 
arrested but while he was being taken to the Polico Station, 
the second accused Pandi Thevar intercepted them und threa- 
tened with a loaded revolver. He rescued the co-accused. At 
this a police party headed by an Inspector of Police Shri 
Cbinna Thambi and consisting of Shri Nesamani Packiam 
Richard, Sub-Inspector of Police, one Assistant Sub-Inspector 
of Police, two Head Constables and three Constables was 
deputed to secure the arrest of the two accused. At about 
20.45 hours, they located the accused Pandi Thevar at his 
residence who was then seated on a cot in the verandah of 
his house. The Inspector of Police and Shri Richard ap- 
proached him and told him that he was under arrest. How- 
ever, instead of surrendering, the accused took out his licenced 
revolver from under the pillow and fired a shot at the Inspec- 
tor of Police. The Inspector of Police ran for safely and 
other members of the police party withdrew some/ distance. 
However, Shri Richard remained undeterred and approached 
the accused single handed in a bid to overpower and disarm 
him. He grappled with the accused but the latter shot him 
in the chest, as a result of which Shri Richard was killed. 

In this action Shri Nesamani Packiam Richard exhibited 
extraordinary courage, gallantry, initiative and a high sense of 
devotion to duty. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of the 
rules governing the award of tho President’s Police Medal and 
consequently carries with it the special allowance ndmissiblo 
under rule 5, with effect from the 13th September, 1978.

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 

awarded 

On the night intervening 7th/8lh October, 1978, a Border 
Security Force party from BOP Maluapara of which Shri 
Badri Nath Mondal was n member, was detailed to patrol 
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the Hooded area around Maluapara village in a boat. At 
about 23.30 hours, a gang of about 25 miscreants came in 
tnree country-boats and raided the houses of two villagers of 
Hudapara village with a view to commit dacoity. The Border 
, -q/.Ly Puree party, which was patrolling the area, hennl 
the alarm raised by the villagers and immediately rushed lo 
tho place of occurrence. The parly challenged the miscreants 
but the latter uttacked them with deadly weapons. One of 
the dacoits made an attempt to strike at Shri Badri Nath 
Mondal, Constable, with a sword but Shri Mondal dogod tho 
criminal and prevented tho stroke of the sword on the butt 
of his rifie during a hand to hand encounter. Suddenly, 
anothor dacoit attacked Shri Mondal with a Lathi, as a result 
of which he sustained injury on his right hand. In the mean- 
time, tho lirst assailant tried to cut him off with the sword 
but Shri Mondal fired a round from his rifle at the dacoit 
and killed him on the spot. Hearing the firing, the dacoits 
started fleeing away across the Indo-Bangiadesh Border in 
country boats. They attempted to tako away the dead body 
of the dgcoit but Shri Mondal without caring for his personal 
safety fought with them undauntedly and did not allow them 
to take away the dead body of the dacoit. 

In this encounter Shri Badri Nath Mondal exhibited cons- 
picuous gallantry, exceptional courage, presence of mind, 
determination and devotion to duty of a very high order.

On the 19th October, 1978, information was received at 
Paharganj Police Station, Delhi, that two young desperadoes 
riding on a motorcycle “Yczdi" had in various areas of Delhi 
and New Delhi snatched 17-18 gold chains worn by the 
ladies, while they were on their wny .in connection with 
"Karva Chauth” celebrations. Shri Satyavir Singh, Sub-Ins- 
pector of Police, while on patrol duty, detected the motor- 
cycle parked at a remote place in Chuna Mandi, Paharganj. 
After briefing the small police party, which was accompanying 
him and deploying them at various places, Shri Satyavir Singh 
positioned himself in plain clothes near the motorcycle in 
th* hope that the criminals would reltirn to lake away the 
motorcycle. He waited for nearly three hours and at about 
9.45 P.M., two well dressed youngmen were seen coming near 
the motorcycle. One of them took out a key from the pocket 
of his pant, unlocked the motorcycle and sat on it, and the 
other sat on the pillion of the motorcycle. As they tried to 
start the motorcycle Shri Satyavir Singh came in front of them 
disclosed his identity and challenged them to surrender. But 
in disregard of Ihe warning the criminal continued to start 
the motorcycle. At this Slui Satyavir Singh pounced upon the 
criminals and caught hold of them. The pillion rider drew 
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out, a revolver and shot at Shri Satyavir Singh. Fortunately 
the ‘bullet did not go off. Shri Satyavir Singh then had a 
scuffle with the armed criminals and with the help of the 
other members of the police party overpowered them. Later 
on, it was found that both the criminals were involved In as 
many ns 64 cases of dncolty, chain snatching, theft etc. 

In this action Shri Satyavir Singh exhibited conspicuous 
gallantry, courage, leadership and devotion to duty of a very 
high order.

Statement of Services for which the Decoration has been 

Awarded. 

On the 28th November, 1978, at about 13.30 hours Infor- 
mation was received by the police that the gang of Shntla, 
who had committed a number of dacoities, was present In the 
house of Nathu Behna of village Dundwa-fluzurg and that 
they were making preparations for committing dacoity and 
murder in the house of one Jagdish. Immediately Station 
Officer, Police Slution Gursahaiganj, Shri Krishna Mohan 
Singh Chauhan alongwith Shri Rajpal Singh, Sub-Inspector 
and Shri Vishnu Dayal Tewari, Sub-Inspector of Police and 
the available police force proceeded to the village. On reach- 
ing the village, the police party was divided into two groups, 
one of which was headed by Shri Krishna Mohan Singh 
Chauhnn and the other was headed bv Shri Rajpal Singh. 
While the first party was to surround the house of Nathu 
Behna, the second party was to scale over the walls to enter 
the house If needed. Die first party approached the main 
door of the house of Nathu Behna. When the dacolts started 
coming out of the house Shri Krishna Mohan Singh Chauhan 
warned them that they had been surrounded by the Police 
and challenged them to surrender. The dacolts opened fire 
on the police party who returned the fire. The dacolts 
managed to retreat in the house and started firing from inside. 
It was feared that most of the dacoits might make an attempt 
to escape through neighbouring houses. Shri Vishnu Davnl 
Tewari in disregard of the risk involved to himself, advanced 
towards the dacoits and challenged the criminals. He wns 
fired upon but without caring for his own life, he continued 
to advance. He was hit by a bullet on his head and fell 
down. One of the dacolts then rushed out of his hide-ont 
and tried to take nwav the ride of Shri Tewari but Shri 
Krishna Mohan Singh Chauhan opened Are from his rifle and 
hit the dacoit in his left arm. He also rushed towards the 
dacoits and got back the rifle of Shri Tewari. At the same 
time, another dacoit fired at Shri Krishna Mohan Singh 
Chauhan who was also injured. Tn the meantime, the other 
police party also became active and challenged the dacolts, 
who rushed out in a desperate bid to escape. Two of the 
dScoits were shot dead. Shri Vishnu Davnl Tewari who 
alongwith Shri Krishna Mohan Chauhan was rushed to the 
Hosnital succumed to this injuries on the 8th December, 
1978. 

Tn this encounter Shri Krishna Mohan Singh Chauhan and 
Shri Vishnu Dayal Tewari exhibited conspicuous gallantry, 
exceptional courage, Initiative and devotion to duty of a very 
high order.
